Be it enarted by the Leg-i•lature of th• 
State of Texas: 
Section I. The purpose of thi• a<•t i• 

to renovate, impro\'e nnd rehabilitalt• 
the eentral unit of the Texas Pri•on Sv•· 
tern at Hunt"'·ille and to ronstrnet ,;nrl 
moderni~ the pri,..on farm unitR of ~uid 
system to the end that the pri•on popu· 
Jation of Texas may he udet1mltely 
housed. and •eeurely confined, and gain· 
fully employed in •ud1 enterprise.• a• 
will, in the opinion of the Prison Hoard. 
prove most remunerath-e to the Statt­
and beneficial to the prisoners. it being­
the legislative intent to first relieH the 
emergency now existing in the walls at 
Hunls\'ille by providing for reasonable 
sanitation and hospitalization within this 
unit and hy supplying needed and prac· 
ticable industrial equipment therein. and 
then to relieve prison eongestion by 
erecting permanent hotL<.iing filC'ilitir::o 011 

and for desig-nated farm units. 
Section 2. To accomplish the purpOMes 

enumerated herein thr Trxas Pri""on 
Board is authorized and din• .. trd "" fol· 
lows: 

A. To equip the present property 
within the walls with reasonable sani· 
tary devices including the installation 
of a sewer system for all eell block.. and 
at other points therein if needed . 

B. To pr°'·ide adequate hospitaliza. 
tion within the walls. including equip­
ment for the scientiOe diagnosio and 
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treatment of dieea•e• and the in•talla· 
tion of an adequate medical •upply de· 
pot. 

C. To acquire and in•tnll emer!(ency 
mechanical devices. equipment, and ma­
chinery for shops and industries now 
opernted or that may be operated protit· 
ably in said central unit. 

D. To erect and equip such prison 
farm units, as in the opinion of the 
Prison Board, are necessary to relieve 
the present prison congestion. The 
board is hereby authorized to erect and 
equip one modern, sanitary fireproof 
farm unit on either the Impcria 1, the 
Darrington or the Harlem Farm. Or 
in the alternative. if the said board so 
elects, it is hereby authorized to erect 
two such units and lol'ate !Htme on any 
two of said farms, or if the hoard deems 
expedient. it is hereby authorized to 
erect three sud1 plants urn! place one 
on each of said farms. If one unit is 
erel'ted it shall be sufficiently eommo­
dious to accommodate the numb<'r of per­
sons reasonably required for agricul· 
tural enterprises on all nct•essible farms 
when u.ed in conjunction with the pres­
ent tNiantable and usable facilities now 
on said farms. If two or three units 
are erected they shall be so constructed 
as to accommodate enou!(h prisoners to 
care for and tend all land accessible 
thereto. Such unit or units shall be 
equipped with modern. snnitary devic>es 
and oi1pplied with such facilities as are 
necessary to insure comfortable and hu­
mane living ronditions for prison in­
mate,. Eaeh unit shall be equipped 
with a hospital ward adequate for all 
antiripated needs. 

E. The Prison Board is further di­
rected to renovate. remodel and repair 
the present improvement~ on the Ooree 
Farm. and to make sud1 additions there­
to as may be necessary to provide ade­
quate housin!( facilities for all female 
inmat°" of the Prison Svstem. and to 
supply industrial employment for surh 
of the frmale inmates as ma\· lie t!'ed 
profitably in surh employment. Ade· 
quate hospital facilities shall he pro­
vided on this farm for all femn le prison­
ers- \\-hite and colored prisone" ~hall 
be i:-egre~ated in separate livin~ quar· 
ters, work shops. and hospitals. 

F. The Prison Board is further di­
rected to take such steps, other and ad· 
ditional. as are incident or necessarv to 
effectuate any and all of the several un­
dertakings herein specially delineated. 

Se<·tion 4. In the erec·tion of the im­
proHments authorized by this net, it 
sha 11 he the duh- of the Prison Board 
to use prison labor where praetieable, 

but, if such labor i~ found impra.cti­
rable. then the board may contract for 
such free labor as is necessary. For 
these enterprises the board is also di· 
rected to use the services of any ex­
perts, engineers, architects. or special­
ists now employed by the State in any 
department or institution, and if not 
inconsistent with pre-existing duties, it 
shall be incumbent upon any and all 
su<'lt experts, engineers, architects, and 
specialists to rellder sueh aid as may 
lw requested by such board. 

Section 5. The Prison Board and the 
State Highway Commission are hereby 
directed to construct such adequate 
hurd-,;urfaced roads as may be neces­
sary to connect the three prison farme 
specially mentioned in this act, to wit: 
The Imperial. Darrington, and Harlem 
fn rm• with existing improved or hard­
surfaced State or <·ounty highways, it 
heing the intention of the Legislature 
to make these farm units accessible to 
vehicular traffic at all times. The High­
way Department will lay out the neces­
sary roads, make all plans and specifi­
cations necessary therefor, and furnish 
all such material and equipment aa may 
be neressary for their construction, and 
also furnish all such supervising, en­
!(ineerin!( service as may be necessary 
for such road-building projects. The 
Prison Board is hereby authorized to 
provide portable housing facilities and 
road mmps for the purpose of utilizing 
prison labor on these road-building 
projeets. The Prison Board is directed 
to furnish all labor for these road­
huildin!( enterprises and to co-opera~ 
with the Highway Department in their 
construction. to the end that these 
projects may he built out of prison 
lahor as nearly as practicable. The ex­
pense incurred by the Rtate Highway 
Department in the construction of these 
roads shall he borne by said Depart­
ment and paid out of any funds in its 
hand• nrnilahle for building or for aid­
in11 the construction of public high­
ways in this State. 

Section 6. The Prison Board is here 
dire<·ted to remodel, repair and reno­
rnte the present improvements on the 
Wvnne Farm and to make such addi· 
t ions to the present housing and hos­
pital equipment thereon as may, in the 
op in ion of the hoard, he necessary to 
convert same into a modern and sani­
tary prison unit for all tubercular in­
mates of the Prison System, it being 
the intention of the Legislature to au­
thorize the Prison Board to so equip 
this unit as to make the same available 
for the proper housing, treatment and 
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employment of prisoners amicted with 
tuberculosis. 

Section 7. The Prison Board may, in 
its discretion, sell the Shaw Farm lo­
cated in Bowie county (same being all 
the prison-owned land in said county) 
at any time after having given public 
notice in as many as four daily news-

. papers published in the State, stating 
the time, place, and terms of sale, and 
terms being for not less than one·fif. 
teenth cash, with remainder divided 
into fifteen equal annual payments, ma· 
turing in one to fifteen years, with in· 
terest payable annually at the rate of 
5% per annum, said deferred payments 
to be secured by vendor's lien. The pro­
posals for purchase shall be in the form 
of sealed bids accompanied by cashier's 
check, payable to the State Treasurer, 
for the initial cash payment. All con· 
veyances of such land shall be signed 
and acknowledged by the Governor of 
Texas and by the Chairman of the 
Prison Board. All oil, gas and mineral 
rights in and to said land shall be re­
served to the State of Texas, with the 
provision that as and when such oil, 
gas or other minerals are sold, either 
by lease or otherwise, an equal onc­
eighth portion of the net proceeds of 
such sale or sales, shall be paid to the 
State's vendee of the surface, or the 
heirs or assigns of said vendoe. Th• 
State shall reserve the usual rights of 
ingress and egress, and such other 
rights as are incident and necessary 
for the proper exploration of said lands 
for mineral deposits and for the devel· 
opment and sale of such deposits. The 
mineral rights reserved to the State 
shall be under jurisdiction of the 
Prison Land Leasing Board, and all 
sales of minerals in and under said 
Shaw Farm shall be made by said Land 
Leasing Board as provided in Senate 
bill No. 29, passed at the Fourth Called 
Session of the Forty-first Legislatue. 
All money derived from tile sale of the 
surface or mineral rights in said prison 
land shall be paid into the general rev­
enue fund. 

Section 8. The Prison Board is di­
rected to provide for the levying, drain· 
ing and reclaiming of any overflow 
lands owned by the Prison System, and 
for clearing any uncleared tillable land 
and for this purpose prison labor shall 
be used, and the portable road camps 
and equipment shall be utilized where 
practicable. 

Section 9. Authority is hereby given 
to the Prison Board and to the Board 
of Control to enter into contracts 
wlu!reby the Prison Board may sell to 
thl!' Board of Control any products pro-

duced by the Prison System, whether 
such products be agricultural, or manu· 
factured products, and it is hereby made 
the duty of the Board of Control to 
purchase all needed prison products 
when such purchase is economical. 
When goods, wares, merchandise, or 
supplies are procured, bought or manu­
factured and then furnished any de­
partment or unit of the Prison System, 
the charge against such department or 
unit for such goods, wares, merchan­
dise or supplies shall be the identical 
cost price of such article, whether 
bought or manufactured and with no 
cost for labor or overhead charge in­
cluded. When farm products are trans­
ferred from one unit or department of 
the Prison System to another the charge 
to such receiving unit or department 
shall be at the marked price of such 
product on the day delivered at the 
place delivered. 

Section 10. The sum of $450.000.00 
is hereby appropriated out of any money 
in the State Treasury not otherwise ap­
propriated for the purpose of defraying 
the expense incident to erecting the im­
provements, making the repairs, and 
providing the equipment to be erected 
and installed within the walls at Hunts­
\"ille and on the Harlem, Imperial, and 
Darrington Farms, for the State Prison 
System which are authorized by· this 
act. 

Section 11. Out of the funds appro­
priated by the Section 10 of this act 
the State Prison Board is here directed 
to make the following expenditurffi, to 
wit: 

A. The sum of $150,000.00 shall be 
used for erecting and ·providing the im­
provements and equipment within the 
present prison walls at Huntsville. 

B. The sum of $300,000.00 shall be 
used in erecting the permanent fireproof 
unit or units and in equipping said 
unit or units to be erected on the prison 
farms as authorized in Section 2, Sub· 
di\"ision D, of this act. 

Section 12. The sum of $100,000.00 or 
so much thereof as may be necessary is 
hereby appropriated out of any money 
in the State Treasury not otherwise ap· 
propriated for the purpose of erecting 
the improvements and providing the re­
pairs on the Goree and Wynne Farms. 
Out of said fund the Prison Board shall 
not spend more than $50,000.00 on the 
Goree Farm. 

Section 13. The sum of $25,000.00, or 
so much thereof as may be necessary, is 
hereby appropriated out of any money 
in the State Treasury not otherwise ap­
propriated for the purpose of providing 
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the cqui·pment and defraying the ex· 
pense incident to constructing the hard 
surface roads as provided for in Section 
5 of this act. 

~Pction 14. The fact that our present 
prison system is not adequate for the 
needs of the State and that it does not 
provide for the proper treatment of pris­
oners and is badly in need of rehabilita­
tion and renovation, and that the prop­
erties are now badly overcrowded, makes 
it imperative that the State Prison Sys­
tem be improved as speedily as possible 
and that proper housing facilities be fur­
nished the inmates thereof; such facts 
create an emergency and an imperative 
public necMsity demanding that the con­
stitutional rule requiring bills to be read 
on three several days in each house be 
'11spended and the same ~s hereby sus­
pended, and this act shall take effect and 
be in force from and after its passage, 
and it is so enacted.

I .-oted against the adoption of the 
free conference report on House bill 
No. 10 because I think it i• a make-
1hift attempt, with a •urphu1 amount of 
language, to do something that could be 
accomplished by adding a few lines to 
the appropriation bill. Those who labor 
under the impression that this is prison 
reform overlook the fact that •uccess­
ful penitentiaries in other States of this 
Union have not allowed tbem•eh•e• to 
operate a system of more than 80,000 
aeres scattered over more than half a 
dozen counties. Also, I cannot forget 
the fact that the Texas prison system 
has not only failed to be self-supporting, 
except at irregular, short intervals, for 
the last fifty years, but has cost the 
State more than $11.000,000, appro­
priated out of the general fund. In ad­
dition to that, I know of no one who 
has become a better citizen because of 
having served in the State penitentiary, 
although some former convicts are good 
citizens in spite of their incarceration 
in the Texas prison system. In other 
words, about the only use I .ee for the 
State penitentiary •ystem, as now 
operated. is to confine criminals and 
not to restore them to societv as useful 
citizens. I have the utmO.t respect, 
both as to the ability and the sincerity 
of those who differ with me on this 
question, but the above statement repre­
oente my honest conviction. I am un· 
willing to allow convict labor to com­
pete with any class of free citizens, it 
matters not whether it be farmers or 
mechanica. I think they should only 
raise and manufacture the things the 
State in.stitutions actually need.

My reasona for not signing and aup· 
porting the free conference committee

No. 10: 

I. For the following and other rea· 
sun• I am oppoil<'d to rebuilding in the 
old wall• at Hunt • .-ilk 

2. It is \•ery bad policy to require 
the PriHOn Board to spend $150.000.00 
in and on the old building at Hunts­
.-ille. which bas been built about eighty 
\"ears, whether needed or not. I tried 
io have the committee say in the bill 
that $150,000.00, or so much thereof as 
needed, abould be spent for necessary 
impro.-ements and machinery, knowing 
that the part spent on machinery could 
be mO\·ed, if the prison i• ever moved, 
but this request was refused by the 
Senate committee and the majority of 
the House committee. 

3. I am unalterably opposed to de­
rnting our entire prison activities to 
farming in competition to the farmers, 
hut believe that we should farm and 
manufacture commodities for all State 
wards and other State institutions and 
all activities of the State, including 
public highways. limiting our prison ac· 
tivitie• to manufacturing and farming 
for State use only and not farm and 
manufacturing in competition to free 
labor. 

4. I farnr holding the Prison Board 
responsible for their act• in managing 
the penitentiary; therefore, I favor a 
liberal policy with reference to per­
mitting the Prison Board to spend the 
money in the way they could derive 
the most benefit. The majority of the 
free conference committee favors direct­
ing the Prison Board where and how 
the monev should be spent, not allow­
ing them· to use their best judgment in 
spending the money where needed most. 

5. This bill, in my opinion, does not 
lay the proper foundation for finally 
rnh·ing our prison problem, but, on the 
nther hand, makes it more difficult to 
soh·e in the future. The above and 
mnnv other reasons make it impossible 
for 'me to support the free conference 
«ommittee report.

READING. 

The Speaker laid before the House, 
on its second readj.ng and passage to 
engrossment, 

H. B. No. 136, A bill to be entitled 
"An Act granting the consent of the 
Legislature of the State of Texas to 0. 
F. Whittle, of Miami, Florida, and Les· 
ter G. Seymour, of Kenton, Ohio, their 
heirs and assigns, to construct, main­
tain and operate a toll bridge and cause­
way across the bay known as and called 
Laguna Madre, in Cameron county, 
Texas, from Point Isabel, Texas, to 
Padre Island, subject to the provisions 
of an Act of Congress of the United 
States entitled 'An Act to regulate the 
eonstruction of bridges over navigable 
waters,' approved March 23, 1906, and 
granting the right to sell, transfer and 
mortgage all the rights, powers and 
privileges conferred by this act to said 
O. F. Whittle and Lester G. Seymour, 
t.heir heirs and assigns, and providing 
that any corporation to which or any 

persons to whom such rights, powers and 
privileges may be sold, assigned or 
transferred, or who shall acquire the 
same by mortgage, foreclosure or other­
wise, is hereby authorized and empow· 
ered to exercise the same as fully as 
though conferred herein directly upon 
such corporation or person.'' 

The bill was read second time. 
Mr. Young offered the following 

amendment to the bill: 
Amend House bill No. 136, Section I, 

by adding between the words "operate" 
and "a toll bridge," the following: "not 
to exceed fifty J 50) years." 

The amendment was adopted. 
Mr. Hornaday offered the following 

amendment to the bill: 
Amend House bill No. 136 by adding 

section at end of bill to read as follows: 
"The fact that there is now no bridge 
at place above described, and that one 
is greatly and immediately needed, 
creates an emergency and an imperative 
public necessity requiring that the con­
stitutional rule providing bills be read 
on three separate days be suspended 
and the same is hereby suspended, and 
it is so enacted," and amend caption 
accordingly.

HOUSE BILL NO. 132 ON PASSAGE 
TO ENGROSSMENT. 

The Speaker laid before the House, 
as unfinished business, on its passage 
to engrossment, 

H. B. No. 132. A bill to be entitled 
"An Act declaring the public policy of 
this State relating to the production of 
cotton crop rotation; declaring the 
conditions which justify invoking the 
police power in regulating and curtail· 
ing the production of cotton, for the pur· 
pose of preventing root rot and other 
cotton diseases, retaining the fertility 
of the soil and promoting agricultural 
diversification; providing the maximum

number of acres to be planted in cotton 
annually, and declaring an emergency." 

The bill having heretofore been read 
second time, with amendment by Mr. 
McDonald, amendment by Mr. Tarwater 
to the amendment, and point of order 
by Mr. Jones, pending. 

The Speaker, having declined to rule 
on th,• point of order, stating that he 
would submit the matter to the House 
for its decision. 

Mr. Anderson moved the previous 
question on the point of order, and the 
main qnestion was ordered. 

Question-Shall the Honse sn,tain the 
point of order! 

Mr. Tillotson. rliscus"ing the point of 
order, said : 

Mr. Speaker: l raise the point of 
order aguinst II onse bill X o. 132 and 
the amendment thereto offered by the 
author of the bill, that it violates the 
provisions of the Constitution, and sub­
mit the following arguments in •up­
port of the point of order: 

House bill No. 132 derlares it un­
lawful for any person to plant more 
than 60 per rent of hi• cultivated lands 
in <"otton. If he plants more than the 
60 per rent. then the land itself shall 
thereby automatically become liable in 
liquidated damages to the State, and 
the State is declared to have " pre­
ferred lien on all the land of such per­
son for liquidated damages. Not a part 
of hi.s land. but all of his land. 

It also allows county attorneys 15 
per cent additional of the amount col­
lected to the fees now prescribed in 
tax cases, whirh fee it is declared he 
shall not be required to account for. 

Any citizen is authorized to maintain 
an injunction against any person vio­
lating the act, and may enjoin both the 
cultivation of the land and the harvest­
ing- of the crop. 

The restrictions are also extended to 
tenants. 

The amendment offered to the hill bv 
the author provides equally that it shail 
be unlawful to plant and culti,·ate more 
than 60 per cent of the culti,•ated land 
owned by any one person in cotton in 
any one year. It prescribes a misde· 
meanor l"'nalty. It allows any citizen 
to Pnjoin another in culti\·ating or har­
vesting the cotton planted in violation 
of the restrictions. The provisions of 
the bill are modified in the amendment 
onlv to the extent of the elimination 
of the deelaration that all of the own­
er's lands shall be subject to a preferred 
lien by the State as liquidated damages 
for violation and omits the right of the 

county attorney to collect the addi­
tional fee. 

Section 3, of Article 1, of our Con­
•tituti?~· is the provision guaranteeing 
our citizens equal rights and privi­
leges. 

The arbitrary taking from cotton 
farmers of the right to plant more than 
a maximum acreage in cotton, or 60 per 
rent of hi.s cultivated land, is a denial 
of equal rights among citizens; inas­
much as a like proscription upon the 
rights and privileges of other classes of 
property owners is not recognized by our 
Constitution or our statutory policy. 

Neither does the Constitution, with 
all its liberality in giving power to the 
Legislature, contemplate a declaration 
of public policy on the part of the State 
that one citizen may be authorized to 
enjoin another citizen from the right 
to use hi.a own property for a lawful 
and useful purpose, as is provided in 
both the bill and the amendment, that 
any citizen may enjoin another from 
planting and cultivating more than 60 
per cent of his cultivated lands in cot­
ton, or in gathering such crop after it 
may have been produced. 

Section 17 of Article 1, of the Con­
stitution, is that provision which de­
clares that no person's property shall 
he taken, damaged or destroyed, or ap­
plied to public use, without adequate 
compensation being made. 

In the first place, the prohibition ex· 
pressed in the bill, and the amendment, 
against the right to use land as the 
owner may in his judgment determine, 
constitutes a taking of his property 
without compensation and in a manner 
which does not even set up the ordi­
nary declarations of a public use. There 
is neither suggestion for compensation 
to the owner nor of consent of the 
owner to the taking. 

Section 19, of Article 1, i.s what we 
know as the due course of law pro­
vision, which says that "No citizen shall 
he deprived of life, liberty, property, 
privileges or immunities, or in any 
manner disfranchised, exc"Pt by the due 
<·ourse of the law of the land." 

The prohibition against the right of 
a property owner to use the lands which 
his labor has acquired, and which 
throughout our coMtitutional history 
has been guaranteed to him, is a de­
prival of his constitutional privilege 
and a denial of his right to exercise 
control and use of his private property. 

The provisions of the bill clearly vio­
late all these constitutional guarantees 
to the citizen for acquiring, owning, 
controlling and using property. 
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The use of lands for agricultural 
purposes is a private use, and has 
never been declared as having such a 
relation to the public interests as au­
thorizes the right of public regulation. 
It impairs a fundamental right of the 
citizen; the right to use and enjoy a 
law.ful thing that is no more a matter 
of public interest than other legitimate 
private enterprises. 

The power of the Legislature to leg­
islate is unlimited in all instances, ex­
cept where a limitation is expressed in 
the Constitution, either from definite 
inhibitions, or from conclusive implica­
tion, and its actions cannot be ques­
tioned by courts merely because judges 
consider them unwise, or even oppres­
sive, if a constitutional restriction 
which they are asserted to transcend 
cannot be distinctly indicated. 

Also, the police power exercised by 
the State is recognized as that author­
ity which resides in every sovereignty 
to pass all laws for the government of 
the State deemed essential to the pres­
ervation of the life and health of the 
people, and even for the protection of 
the public welfare, where such exercise 
of authority does not contravene some 
restriction expressed in the Constitu­
tion. 

The point of order against House bill 
No. 132, and likewise against the 
amendment thereto by the author, is 
that it is in direct contlict with spe­
cific provisions of the Constitution, and 
therefore it is not fully within the gen­
eral powers of the Legislature to act; 
and that it may not be under the au­
thority of the police power because of 
the same constitutional limitations. 

In the case of Rumbo vs. Winterrowd, 
decided by the Court of Civil Appeals 
at Dallas in 1921, in passing upn what 
is generally known as the landlord and 
tenant law, which was an act providing 
that no owner of land should rent his 
·property for a greater or different ren­
tal than one-third of the value of the 
grain and more than one-fourth of the 
value of the cotton raised on the land. 
The issues raised in that case are di­
rectly applicable to the action involved 
in the pending proposed legislation. 
Both involve the right to control, en­
joy and use property in the manner 
contemplated and guaranteed to the in­
dividual by the Constitution. Both take 
private property without compensation. 
Both seek to regulate private property 
in a way recognized only when prop­
erty is charged with public use. Both 
violate a provision of the Coruititution 
known as the due course of the law. 

Both are in absolute violation of the 
principle of rights among citizens in 
the use and enjoyment of property. 

A few excerpts from the decision of 
the Court of Civil Appeals in the land­
lord and tenant case are submitted in 
support of the point of order. The 
court says: " There is nothing about 
the ownership or renting of agricul­
tur.al land .for raising grain and cotton 
to market as affected with any strictly 
public use. On the contrary, all these 
things are characterized by the most 
private use. The public cannot there­
fore have that interest possessed in the 
case of a public utility or of a monop­
oly which justifies the infraction of 
vested private rights and ownership by 
legislative en.actment. This law singles 
out one particular set of citizens, those 
who own farm land, and says that they 
shall make only a certain kind of con­
tract for its use. * * * The law 
thus impairs the ownership of farm 
lands, and amounts to the taking of 
property without the due course of the 
law of the land required by the State 
Constitution. • * * It makes a par­
ticular class of citizens the wards of 
the State in relation to a specific mat­
ter purely private in its nature, and 
bearing no such peculiar relation to the 
public interest as superinduces the right 
of public regulation. It greatly impairs 
a .fundamental right of the citizens, the 
right to freely construct with reference 
to a lawful thing of as little public 
interest as any other legitimate pri­
vate undertaking." 

Quoting from various decisions, the 
court further says: "It must be con­
ceded that there is a limit to the valid 
exercise of the police power by the 
State; otherwise the Fourteenth Amend­
ment of the United States Constitution 
would have no efficacy and the Legis­
latures of the States would have un­
bounded power and it would be enough 
to say any piece of legislation was en­
acted to conserve the morals, health, 
or safey of the people. * Such 
legislation may invade one class of 
rights today and another tomorrow. 
The property which every man has in 
his own labor is the original foundation 
of all other property, so it is the most 
sacred and inviolable. The patrimony 
of the poor man lies in the strength 
and dexterity of his own hands; and to 
hinder him from employing these in 
what manner he may think proper, 
without injury to his neighbor, is a 
plain violation to this most sacred 
property."

act shall also give the Board of Control 
authority to care for, maintain &nd sup· 
port said negro orphans &nd to provide 
qurters and other things incidental to 
the welfare of said orphans such as the 
Board of Control may deem advisable." 

Sec. 2. The distressing need of the 
orph&n negroes at said institution herein 
named creates an emergency and an im· 
per&tive public necessity that the con· 
atitutional rule requiring bills to be read 
on three several days in each house be 
suspended, &nd the same is hereby sus· 
pended, and that this act shall take 
efrect and be in force from and after its 
passage, and it is so enacted.
